Pfllroleuin as Fuel lor Steamers. 

The telegram announcing tlio suc- 
cessful termination of tho experiments 
by tho U, S. Government officers in 
substituting petroleum for coal as fuel 
for steamers, marks tlio commonco- 
ment of n new era in steam navigation. 
For a long tinio experiments have boon 
prosecuted in tlio dockyards of Eng- 
land and Franco and tho Unitod 
BtntCB, At tho Boston ]N T :ivy Yard 
the iron steamer Palos — a fourth class 
gunboat— was fitted up for a full and 
comploto test, |ruid tho result has boon 

if tho telegram is to be boliovod — to 

utilizo tho great calorifio power of tho 
oil for steamor fuel, and to dovelop a 
aafoand thorough mode of combustion 
and conveyance. A groat revolution 
■will soon bo wrought in tho steam 
marine of tho world, and sailing ves« 
sols will shortly bo almost unknown. 
"Whilothoexporimcnts wore inprogreas 
on tho Palos, and tho result * as yot un- 
certain, tho editor of tho Bonton Com** 
mercial Bulletin paid a visit to tho gun- 
boat, and givos this description of tho 
apparatus and its advantages : "The 
apparatus is simple and inexpensive, 
consisting of a small iron box or ro- 
tort located in place of tho grato bars, 
and having humors all uround it. Its 
bottom is kept hot by burners beneath. 
Tho oil is carried into it. by a small 
iron pipo and vaporizos as soon as it 
enters. Steam is then introduced 
through a coil of iron pipe filled with 
filings and located over tho burners, 
■whoro it is intonsoly heatod and do- 
composod, and its gases enter tho re- 
tort, into -which air is at tho same time 
forced, and tho wholo forms a gas 
■which escapes from some 900 burners, 
•whoro it burns with a clear, intense 
bine flamo, completely filling tho fur- 
nace and extending into or through 
the Hues. Tho heat is very great. It 
emits no smoke, can bo increased or 
diminished in a moment, or ho entirely 
extinguished by turning a stop .cock. 
Tho apparatus is vory simple, and any 
part of it, if broken, can ho repuirod 
or mado anew by any mechanic. No 
alteration of boilers ia required. It 
will burn wherever coal will, and tho 
fire can bo run by any rn:in of ordinary 
iDtolligcnco after an hour's instruction. 
It dispenses with all cual heavers and 
requires but one man to every two or 
three fires to keep thorn in perfect 
order. It is clean and convoniont, 
and saves tho tinio and troublo of 
taking in coal and disposing of ashes, 
and, there being no sulphur in tho oil, 
as there always ia in coal, tlio boilors 
and flues will bo moro durable, not- 
withstanding tho greator intoucity ol 
the fire. But tho groat valuo of this 
invention to etoamors is tho gain in 
fipaco and tonuago. Tho amount of 
fuel required is only about ono sovontb 
Of the weight and bulk required of 
Bnthraoito coal, und tho inventor is 
Batifafiod that after perfecting his ap. 
paratua it will take lens than ono- 
tenth, leaving all tho remainder for 
iroight or passago room. If this fire 
Boccoods, as wo believe it rrust, it ' ill 
enible shipB to steam from (50 to It 
dnys. and to visit ports in all parts of 
tho world from which they aro now 
excluded, whilst the direct gain will 
bo immense, For instanco, tho O'unard 
steamers tako 1200 tons of coal on 
every paseago, and bum about 1000. 
Now, 200 tons of petroleum, costing 
about tho same as tho o ol, will do tho 
work hotter, saving 1000 tons freight. 
This, at SIS a ton, would amount to 
$36,000 on each trip, and in tho eight 
trips mudo in the year, to 8300,000, to 
which must bo added tho extra ox- 
ponBO of wages and food, of coal heav- 
ers, wear of machinery and journals 
by coal dust, wharf room for coal, etc. 
Tho enormous saving which thin 
mothod makoa in freighting vessels is 
O consideration of first importance, 
and must cause its immodiato intro 
duction into nearly all steamers a* 
Boon as its utility becomes generally 
known. It is equally applicable to 
locomotives, an important desidera- 
tum in localities whoro wood and oo;l 
aro source, as for illustration upon tlio 
new Pacific Railroad, winch, when 
completed would require fdol tia'ns in 
constant operation to keep wood and 
coal stations supplied; while, with 
this Invontion, tho tender of a loco-, 
niotivo can carry a BufHciont supply 
for 300 to fi00 miles. There is auothor 
groat advantage of which wo can not 
now speak at length. On board the 
Palos, during tho trials with screonod 
onthracito, tho highest numbor of revo- 
lutions they were ublo to givo tho 
propollor, with all tho coal thoy could 
burn, wr.s loss than forty, while on a 
preliminary trial with Col Footo's ap- 
paratus sho easily guvo ovor fifty revo- 
lutions for several hours, und fully 
held bor stoum, thus showing that, 
with this firo, a boot can run from 
two to four knots faster than sho can 
with coal or wood, and as tho heat is 



equally distributed along tho orown 
shoot and through the flues, but littlo 
if any " foaming" is caused. This 
must shorten tho distanco to Europo 
about two days, aud a steamer's time 
from St. Louis or Cincinnati, to Now 
OrloariB aud back, from throo to six 
days, and save all wooding up along 
tho routo Wo predict that tho first 
lino on tho Mississippi whioh adopts 
this firo will do tho largest business, 
and as oil can bo floated down Oil 
Crook, the Alleghany and tho Ohio, it 
will bo cheap in tho West, and Boon 
all steamers thora must uho it." On 
tho question of Bafaty, tho moBt posi- 
tive etatemonts aro mado by ull who 
havo examined tho apparatus, inclu» 
ding tho scientific board concerned in 
tho official experiments. Tho oil is 
to bo carriod in double iron tanks, tho

British America and Mi'i Seward's Ac- 
quisitiou in tho North-West. 

What the more Intense believers in the 
Monroe doctriuo may have expected to follow 
the announcement of the purchase of Russian 
America by th« Hailed States it would bo vain 
ror us to attempt to conjecture. What Mr. 
Seward's special admirers may have looked 
for in tho pamo line of national glory and 
national progress, wo do not prosumo to cal- 
culate. But one thing is clear — now that we 
have our home files at hand, in which the 
whole merits of the transaction arc discussed 
—that tho despotic throne; of Europo aro not 
shaken to their centre ; nor, apparently; are 
tho shaken at all by tho latest revelations of 
Mr. Howard's marvellous diplomacy. Tbcre 
is, in ibo leading British journals a touo of 
provoking indifference which can hardly 
gratify tho intense self apprecintencss of the 
Secretary of State. Nobody seems to earr 
about lho thing. If tbe people of iiritish 
Columbia havo had their anxieties momen- 
tarily awakened, it ban only been In a way 
which lias justified their unanimous declarrt" 
tion in favor of admission to tho British 
American Confederation! That, by ilscll, is 
not n very great diplomatic gain for Mr. 
Seward, Tho London Times, wo Itblnk, rather 
hits tho nail on tho head, when It attributes 
the origin of tho bargain to tho United Slutos 
Government's desiro to retaliate upon tho Pro- 
vinces forming n political Union under tho 
British sovereignty. This is exceedingly pro* 
bablc. It is not altogether satisfactory to find 
n community of throe or lour millions, eon- 
tlguous to 'the United States',' deliberately pro* 
.'orring to establish a system of government on 
principles as purely monarchical no those 
which constitute tho found i tion of the Iiritish 
Constitution. This is what Confederation 
means in its broad sense. There may be 
other elements of union than that of a com- 
mon ad bore nee to lho monarchical system j 
and tho ultimate end of tho Confederacy, as 
wo havo often pointed out, is likely to bo inde- 
pendence But, meanwhile, lho schomo of 
union, »H it stands, does take the form of a 
deliberate declaration In favor of an anti- 
republican system. It would bo n, pity if this 
should givo rise to heart-burnings on tho one 
aids, or recriminations on tho other. What- 
ever tho Confederacy may ultimately duvelop 
Itself into, at present it is wisest to r«B"rd the 



Trapping a Itohber Chieftain. 

The way iu which the notorious Hungari- 
an robber Uninanicb wan trapped, and the 
manner of his death, are minutely described 
by u correspondent of tho London Telegraph: 

After bis betrayal by a miller who owed 
him on old grudge, the outlaw had contrived, 
by tho aid of hia mistross, to evade the cor- 
don of gendarmerie established rr.uud Potok, 
iu which plaon be bad announced by letter 
his intention of visiting a certain mcrehant 
who bad declined to pay bim tnbuto. The 
neareHt guardhouse wan P povuca, where 
lho armed force consisted ol four men und a 
corporal, who ''upon information they re- 
ceived" from the miller, set ctt to earn tho 
reward. The men were in high spirits, but 
the corporal, a German I'ohemian. who had 
only recently tukeu service in lho gendar- 
merie, wai seized with a strong presentiment 
that be should meet bis death at (Jdmanich's 
bands, and wept bitterly whilo mukiurr pre- 
parations to start, Un arriving at Pot'k, 
the corpool divided bis email force so na to 
surround the bouse in which Udmanicli was 
concealed, and when Itnockod at tho door. 
A boy answered tho summons, and was in- 
stantly seized by tbe corporal, who extorted 
from bin the confession that ''Jofc" was up 
xtairs. Immediately afterward the owner of 
the house came out in person to see what 
was the matter, Ho at first strenuously de- 
nied tbe presmoo of the outlaw chief in his 
abode, Sisong persuasive moans being, 
bowevcr, applied by the gendarmes, he ai 
length avowed that "Jose" and his sehats 
(sweetheart) wero bidden in lho opper room 
Hh was at once ordered to summon Ud- 
manicli to surrender himself, nnd teceived the 
characteristic reply "that il anybody wanted 
him iney bod belter come and fetch him" 
Upon this the gendarmes compelled the 
peasant to fetch u quantity of straw, und to 
nile it up against the lour corners of the

Understanding to what a climax Ihis 
measure was likely to lead, tho distracted 
man went up to (Jdmanich's room, arid im- 
p ored him not to bring utter ruin upou bis 
harborer, but rathur io givo hirnsolf up 
quietly. In reply to this entreaty, the brig- 
and opened the window, lired nt lho corporal 
of gendarmes, luckily missing him, and told 
his host to go to a hotter place than even bis 
house was likely to become. A (load rileoeo 
prevailed in tho village-, not au inhabitant ol 
which ventured to put his nose outside his 
door. Tho stillness was ouly broken by the 
sound ol Udraanich's rifl 's, with wbii"b he 
kept up a smart tire on his besiegers, his mis- 
tress loading as fast as the guns were dis- 
charged. Tho gendarmes, however, had 
betaken themselves to cover, and uo ono was 
hurt lor scmo little time. Meanwhile they 
forced the despairing house propriotor Io set 
tire to tho lour heaps ol straw, which blszoj 
up merrily ; nnd in B few seconds the wood, 
ol which tho cott^go was built, was ono 
shtet of flame. On a puddeu Udmanioh's 
mistress sprang through tho door carrying a 
large bundle under htr aim, and rushing 
down the street. The gondu.rnes let her go, 
for t'.TO very frond reasons ; in lho first place, 
to pnrsoo her would have been to givo "Jose" 
a chance of escape ; aud, in tho second, to 
lenvfl t heir cover would probably havo beeu 
fatal to one or more of them. This last (lou- 
pe* ate ruse de guerre having thus proved 
unavailing, and the tiro being a great deal 
too bat to boar uny longer, Udmariich made 
up bis mind lor a dash, and emerged Irom 
the burning cottage upon the Vfrandab, a 
rifle in each hand, calling out, ''Begin, you 
fellows, or else I will!' Scarcely had be 
uttered these words when tho verandah guvo 
way under him, and be fell to the ground. 
The corporal, hoping to take bim nlive, left 
his shelter, and advanced with pointed rifle. 
Udtnaniob was too quick for him, However ; 
taknig a snap shot at lho unfortunate gen- 
darme, which stretched iiim dead upon the 
ground — ito truly fulfilling his presuntmout 
— the rohbor gathered himself togerher, fired 
bis lant obarge among tluee ol the gendarmes 
who had huiried to the assistance ol Iheir 
fallen comrade, wounding ono of them, 
named Prazak, severely in iho left arm, and 
then bioko through them uttering a shout ol 
triumph. He hud already put 3i)U yards 
between himself and tlio burning cot ego, 
whin i ho fourth gendarme, who had been 
posted behind a houi-o como distance up tho 
road io tho mountains, whither it was certain 
that Udmandich would fly if he managed tu 
evade the attack on the cottage, sprang upon 
bim an he passed and caught bun by the long 
buir, which was flowing out behind him in 
the fresh morning brcezei The robber turn- 
id upon his new enemy, seized bun by the 
throat and Hung him to the ground with such 
force that he lay insensible. Nothing now 
intervened between Udmaniob and safety, 
but bis bloodthirsty com re got the betuir ol 
bis prudence, and bo bent over lbs prostrate 
Petrouieb, opening a large clasp knife, with 
which he «as about to finish bun, whon 
f'r.:zal(, who, already badly wounded bad 
never lost tight of the fugitive and had fol- 
lowed Ii ■ in its f jst as bis weakness from Iobb 
of blood would allow, crept up lotlu stoop- 
ing aasnBain, put his rillo to bis ear and blew 
out ids brains. Udmunioh sprang high in 
the air, and fell over tbe body of his intended 
victim stone dead.
